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INAUGURAL ADDRESS 

OF 

JOSEPH H. GAINER 

MAYOR 

DELIVERED JANUARY 6. 1913 



To THE Honorable the City Council : 

Gentlemen: In accordance with the provisions 
of the City Charter, we ar.e assembled for the purpose 
of organizing the City Government for the ensuing 
term. 

We have the peculiar distinction of being the first 
City Government, in the history of Providence, to be 
elected for a two year period. I know I voice the 
sentiment of each member of the Common Council, 
and Board of Aldermen here today, when I express 
to the electorate of this city our gratitude for this 
mark of distinction. Election to the City Govern- 
ment of the second largest city in New England is 
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no small honor. Member ship in the first City Gov- 
ernment to enter on a two year term of service car- 
ries with it still greater honor. 

I trust we shall all prove worthy of the confidence 
reposed in us, and be able at the end of our term of 
office to return to the people with a record which can 
bear the closest inspection. 

No matter to which of the political parties we 
pledged allegiance, prior to election, we are now the 
agents and the servants of the whole people. Our 
plain duty, from this day on, is to give^ to the City of 
Providence the best service of which we are capable. 

In accordance with custom, I have conferred with 
the heads of the various departments concerning the 
accomplishments of their departments during the past 
year, and the possibilities for improvement in them 
during the term on which we have entered. 

This information, with Certain ideas of my own, 
which I belLeve, if put into effect would benefit our 
city, I shall point out. 

I trust that some of my recommendations will be 
deemed worthy of adoption by this body. I assure 
you that I earnestly desire to work in harmony with 
you for the benefit of our city; I trust that you cherish 
the same feeling towards me. If 1 disagree with you, 
I shall not hesitate to inform you of that fact ; I shall 
expect like treatment. A harmony which suppresses 
free speech is inimical to the public interest. I shall 
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always have in mind the fact that there are two sides 
to a question, and that a monopoly of wisdom is not 
necessarily in the possession of any one individual. 

I mention this fact so that this body may have 
no misconception of my views. I trust that every 
member of the City Government will feel at liberty 
to visit the Mayor's office whenever he desires to do 
so. I shall always be glad to receive advice, when- 
ever and wherever offered, and to give assistance 
\yhenever I am able to do so. 

I thank the heads of the various departments of the 
City Government for the assistance which they have 
so courteously given me in the preparation of, this 
message. 

FINANCE. 

The financial transactions of the City during the 
last fiscal year, under the amended ordinances which 
installed a new system and method for conducting 
the finances of the city from October i, 191 1, have 
been managed with care and with a minimum of 
friction. 

Financial; reports are largely made up of statis- 
tics, and statistics are dry and uninteresting to very 
many people, but a few main facts relative to the 
finances of the past yeai- may prove of interest. 

The receipts from all sources, including a balance 
at the beginning of the year of $541,516.59, were 
$8,225,750.60.

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I am informed by the City Auditor that the esti- 
mate of revenue for the City during the present fiscal 
year from October ist, 1912 to September 30th, 1913, 
has been portioned out to the -various departments, 
so that there is not a dollar in the contingency fund. 
The City has in its reserve fund approximately 
$70,000.00. If the report of the Salary Committee, 
as originally made is adopted, and the police and City 
Government increase is made there will be approxi- 
mately $100,000.00 extra expense to be met. 

While the valuation of property this year has in- 
creased $47,139,720, owing to the low rate of tangible 
property under our new tax law, the amount of tax 
this year is only $4,394,497 as against $4,387,748 in 
191 1. Were it not for the reduction of the State tax, 
there would be practically no benefit to the City in this 
increased valuation. 

SCHOOLS. 

One of the most important subjects- to be con- 
sidered by the City Council, during the coming year, 
is the school problem. In Providence we have come 
to a point where a change in the management of our 
schools and the broadening of our educational activi- 
ties are issues. At the present time our school man- 
agement is in charge of a committee of thirty men, 
who serve without compensation, and who are elected 
by the general vote. In their stead a commission of 
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three men is proposed, who will receive a salary of 
$5,000 each, and who will be elected by the City 
Government, that is, nominated by the Mayor, subject 
to the consent of the Board of Aldermen. 

Although I believe that the personnel of the School 
Committee, on the whole, compares favorably with 
that of our City Government, I am of the opinion that 
a smaller body of men, who are paid for their services, 
would accomplish better results; for under present 
conditions I believe that less than ten men do the 
work of the Committee. I am, however, irrevocably 
opposed to the method of election suggested. I have 
always contended that the whole voting population 
was as well qualified to elect a school commission, or 
any other commission, as one-half of their number 
who are selected and set up on a pedestal merely be- 
cause they possess $134 worth of property. If there 
is any need of change in the governing body of our 
schools, that change should be in the number of the 
body rather than in the manner of its selection. 

I I recommend a commission, to be elected by popular 
vote of the entire voting population of the city, rather 
than in wards or districts, or to be appointed by the 
Mayor without the hindrance of any confirming body, 
and that the commission so elected or appointed be 
paid a reasonable compensation for its services. 

On March 29th, 1912, the Superintendent of 
Schools, Randall J. Condon, submitted to the School 
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Committee of Providence a report on the condition 
and needs of the schools of this city. 

May 31st, 1 91 2, a special committee of the School 
Committee, appointed to consider said report, ap-/ 
proved of the recommendations contained therein, 
and presented to the School Committee a resolution, 
which was passed by that body, asking the City Coun- 
cil for the sum of $250,000 in addition to the estimate 
of $915,000 made by the Finance Committee or, in 
other words, asking for an appropriation of $1,165,- 
(X)0, besides the usual receipts from miscellaneous 
sources for the support of the schools for the coming 
year. This request, supported by the report of the 
Superintendent and the endorsement of that report 
by the special committee of the School Committee, 
seems to me to bring squarely before the City Council 
the question whether our educational opportunities 
should be broadened. 

For the fiscal year, beginning October ist, 1912, 
the City Council has set off from- the tax levy, for the 
maintenance of the Providence schools, the sum of 
$915^000. According to the School Committee's esti- 
mate of what is necessary to maintain the schools, on 
even the old basis, the Finance Committee has fallen 
short by $58,000 ; and to maintain the schools accord- 
ing* to the standard which the Superintendent of 
Schools and the special committee of the School Com- 
mittee deem necessary, there will be required an ad- 
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ditional appropriation of $250,000. This extra ap- 
propriation, with the estimate of receipts from other 
sources, would make $1,245,006 available for the 
School Department for the year ending September 

$60,000 of the additional appropriation has been 
recommended for teachers' and janitors' salaries; 
$12,000 for additional supervision; $25,000 for physi- 
cal education; $16,000 for defective children; $25,000 
for manual training; $30,000 for industrial education; 
and $S,ooo for summer schools. 

In order to determine intelligently whether this ap- 
propriation is necessary, we must first ascertain the 
merits of the recommendations which call for the in- 
crease. Training of the mind and the formation of 
character so that the child may be fitted for life should 
be the objects of education. The kind of education 
which best attains that end is the kind that the people 
of Providence are seeking for their children. 

The first important recommendation of the School 
Committee is the introduction into our ' schools of 
manual and industrial training and domestic science. 
In the report of the School .Committee on this subject 
it is'stated that, of 44 cities in the United States hav- 
ing a population of between 100,000 knd 500,000, 
only four, including Providence, give no instruction 
in either manual training, sewing or cooking in the 
elementary schools. 
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If these subjects can be introduced into the elemen- 
tary schools in a practical manner, and without de- 
priving the child of his training in the essentials, I 
believe in their introduction. This ought to be possi- 
ble if we simplify the regular subjects, arithmetic, 
language, spelling, history and geography. When we 
realize that Providence is an industrial community, 
and that over fifty per cent, of our children leave 
school at the age of fourteen years, we can appreciate 
how little we are doing, educationally, for this large 
portion of our community under present methods. 
Are we not making the mistake of regarding the 
grammar school merely as a feeder for the high 
.school ? Should not our school system be based on the 
recognition of the fact that most of our children will 
finish their schooling before reaching the high school ? 
Should the time of the child in the elementary school 
be devoted to "studies which are merely preparatory 
to something further on, which he will never reach?'' 

The statement is made, with apparent authority, 
that out of every one million children attending the 
public schools in our country, 65,000 only are enrolled 
in the high schools, and of the latter number between 
one-half and two-thirds are girls. 

Another important recommendation is that we pro- 
vide our city with adequate and special school provi- 
sion for the mentally and physically defective. It is 
claimed that our provision for this class of children is 
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not nearly as comprehensive as it should be. Al- 
though we were the first city in the country to take up 
the open air school, we have but one school of that 
kfnd at the present time, while other cities have de- 
veloped the idea extensively. I am informed that our 
provision for the care and instruction of the mentally 
backward, the blind and the lame, is also inadequate. 

Perhaps the city should not assume the whole bur- 
den in this respect; perhaps the state should co-oper- 
ate. But in any event we cannot lose sight of the fact 
that the more we educate for personal and civic use- 
fulness the abnormal child, the less a burden he will 
be to the community in later life. While humani- 
tarian motives should be the compelling ones in this 
respect, even from a business standpoint education of 
this kind is a saving. 

Part of the increased appropriation is suggested 
for the developmenf of summer schools and the use 
of schools as social centres. The argument is made 
that it is unbusinesslike to allow our schools to re- 
main vacant for three months in the year, while so 
much good could be accomplished by their constant 
use. In many cities the school buildings are used, 
not only during the summer months for school pur- 
poses, but also evenings for lecture, musical and civic 
purposes. * 

In the Administrative Department of the school 
system a large force of workers is deemed necessary. 
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The rapid increase in the size and scope of our schools 
calls for more supervising officers. If we include in 
the list of supervising officers in Providence all the 
high and grammar principals, we have only thirty- 
one officials who are givirig all or a part of their time 
to supervising, which is but three-fifths the number 
in Rochester, and one-fourth the number in Cincin- 
nati. Worcester, which is only two-thirds the size 
of Providence, has three assistant superintendents, 
while Providence has but two. 

A part of the increased appropriation is asked for 
the advancement of teachers' salaries. This, it ap- 
pears to me, is the most crying need of our school 
system. It is generally admitted that we have an ex- 
tremely competent teaching force, yet at the present 
time, in the City of Providence, the maximum salary 
of teachers up to the eighth grade, is l?ut $750 per 
year, which is about $14.42 per week. A tabulation of 
teachers' salaries in 29 citfes in the country, having 
about the same population as Providence, shows that 
23 of these 29 cities pay their teachers, up to and in- 
cluding the seventh grade, larger salaries than does 
the City of Providence. When we consider that a 
teacher, to fit herself for service in our public schools, 
must complete her high school education, spend two 
and one-half years in normal school, six months in 
training, and then wait five years for her maximum 
salary of $750, we realize why the teachers of Provi- 
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dence feel that they are not being properly compen- 
sated. I believe no other class of professional work- 
ers in the community, of whom so much preparation 
is required, is paid so poorly. Unless we remedy this 
condition at once, we are in grave danger of keeping 
out of ouj schools the brightest and best gifted of our 
young women. 

It is also brought to the attention of the City Coun- 
cil that the housing facilities of our schools are inade- 
quate. 'At the present time in our high schools there 
are 400 pupils who have not adequate accommoda- 
tions. The same need is felt in our primary and gram- 
mar schools. This lack of proper housing facilities 
will be keenly realized at the opening of the February 
t^rm. 

In the consideration of this question one naturally 
asks, how does Providence compare with other cities 
in its provision for the public schools ? I am informed 
that, in Providence, the ratio of school expense to 
total city expense is 6.9^^ less than the average of 
other cities where the population ranges from 100, 
000 to 300,000; and that, during the year 1910, while 
the average city of its class expended $40 per pupil 
for educational purposes. Providence expended but 
$34.48. This was less than any other northern city, 
having over 150,000 population, expended. Accord- 
ing to the School Committee's report, our real expen- 
diture for the maintenance of schools has increased 
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only 20^ in sixteen years, while the average attend- 
ance has increased more than 65^. 

We have, at the present time, a committee of the 
City Council which is studying the matter of an ad- 
ditional school appropriation. I would recommend 
that each member of the City Council look into the 
matter carefully for himself, in order that, when 
the committee makes its report, the different phases 
of the subject may be more readily understood by this 
body. I feel that our schools are the most important 
feature of our community, and I further feel, on the 
evidence thus far adduced, that the School Committee 
has made out a prima facie case. 

HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 

The health of the city during 1912 was exception- 
ally good. The death rate during the first eleven 
months was next to that of 191 1 the lowest ever re- 
corded during the 58 years of registration, and was 
only very slightly above that of 191 1. There were no 
exceptional outbreaks of any of the infectious disea- 
ses. Typhoid fever, which is often considered an in- 
dex of sanitation, contitiues to decrease and, owing 
largely to excellent water and sewer systems, is less 
than half that of the average American city. The 
death rate of babies, under one year of age, has been 
rapidly decreasing of late, and compares favorably 
with that of other cities. The Superintendent of 
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Health is strongly of the opinion that the most prom- 
ising field for municipal public health work, in the 
near future, is the provision of adequate medical and 
nursing advice for the poor, that is, for those whose 
income will not permit the regular employment of a 
family physician. 

The work of medical and dental inspection in our 
schools has been very successful. The dental inspec- 
tion, while only recently established, has proved very 
popular, and I would recommend its consideration for 
the grammar as well as the primary schools. 

The sudden development of our foreign passenger 
traffic threw a very considerable expense upon the 
Health Department, and would ultimately have en- 
tailed large • expenditures for permanent structures. 
As quarantine in almost every part of the United 
States is maintained by the Federal Government, 
however, arrangements were made for the transfer- 
ring to the United States Government of local quaran- 
tine in Providence, in June of last year. 

NEW CITY HOSPITAL. 

The new City Hospital continues to meet with the 
success its first year of existence promised. - During 
the year 191 1 its average daily population was 102 as 
against 71 in 19 10. The total cost of maintenance 
during the fiscal year ending September 30, 191 1, 
was $63,264.98, while the receipts, which were almost 
entirely from the board of patients, was $3,271.66. 
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During the year it was necessary to keep the Small- 
pox Hospital at Field's Point open for several weeks. 
This cost over $500, and entailed extra labor on the 
hospital staff. 

The Day Camp for tuberculosis patients, which the 
Rhode Island Hospital, with the aid of the League 
for the Suppression of Tuberculosis, formerly main- 
tained, was transferred to this institution. The Carnp 
was open from May 23rd to September 13th, 191 1, 
at a total cost of $715.97. 

June 14th, 191 1, the contract for the new tuberculo- 
sis addition was awarded. The successful bid was 
$45,459. It was opened for occupancy June 17th, 
19 1 2. It accommodates 54 patients. I cannot endorse 
too strongly this branch of the hospital work. 

WATER WORKS. 

During the past year a large amount .of work has 
been done in extending and strengthening the dis- 
tribution system to maintain the supply of water de- 
manded by the increased growth of the city. Steps 
have been taken, looking towards the accomplishment 
of several important improvements, that should be 
acted upon by the City Council at the earliest date 
possible. These improvements include the develop- 
ment of the upper water sheds, to provide a perman- 
ent and sufficient water supply and to insure the purity 
of same ; the installing of additional pumping facilities 
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at Pettaconsett ; the replacing of old boilers at Hope 
Pumping Station; and strengthening and extending 
of both the high and low pressure distribution sys- 
tems. 

The Committee on Fire Protection of the National 
Board of Fire Underwriters has recently completed 
an examination into fire protection conditions in 
Providence, and presented its findings in a 'printed 
report. The Committee, while finding the conditions 
satisfactory, made several valuable recommendations. 
The most important of these recommendations was 
"that a supply ample for all future needs be assured, 
through the necessary development of the upper water 
sheds, as is contemplated by the Department." The 
Water Works Depreciatipn and Extension Fund, es- 
tablished partly for this purpose,^ according to the 
Commissioner of Public Works, will soon be sufficient 
to warrant the City's undertaking this work. The 
Commissioner also informs nie that he is taking every 
precaution to prevent damage to our water mains 
from electrolysis, and is insisting that the officials of 
the Rhode Island Company do likewise. 

PUBLIC BATHS. 

The city opened its first public bath at Franklin 
Park, August 15, 191 1. According to the report of 
the attendant, it has proven a great success. The 
records show that 47,243 took advantage of its exist- 
ence during the first year. 
3 
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Other institutions of this kind should be erected as 
financial conditions will permit, 

PUBLIC COMFORT STATIONS. 

After many years agitation, the work of build- 
ing a public comfort station was recently commenced 
at Weybosset and Mathewson Streets. The delay in 
providing these necessary facilities has been due part- 
ly to lack of public interest, and partly to the difficulty 
experienced in the selection of locations. I strongly 
recommend at least three more of these stations for 
the city at once. Randall Square, Olneyville Square, 
and the new Mall in Exchange Place, seem to me to 
be three places in which such stations would meet a 
great popular demand. 

SEWERS. 

During the past year the trunk sewer was extended 
to the northerly line of the city, and the City of Paw- 
tucket recently connected its system which formerly 
discharged into the Moshassuck, so that the sewage 
is now being treated at Fields Point. Several mills 
above the city line that cause the worst defilement of 
the river are still unconnected with the Pawtucket 
sewers, and continue to discharge their waste into the 
river. Unless the pollution of the river at this point 
ceases, the money we have spent, with the view to 
eliminating the pollution of the river, will have been 
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wasted. Early steps should be taken to prevent a 
continuance of the pollution at this point. 

Extensive work is in progress to afford sanitary 
facilities for the northerly part of the city, the vicini- 
ty of Hope Street, and the Washington Park district. 
The trunk sewer in India Street is approaching com- 
pletion, whereby nearly all the sewage that is being 
discharged into the Seekonk River will be diverted 
and treated at Field's Point. 

The principal work ordered for the present year is 
the extension of the system to the thickly settled sec- 
tion of the Eighth Ward, and some extensive work 
connected with the abolishment of grade crossings in 
the same district. 

There is a petition from the State of Rhode Island 
before the City Council, asking that the sewer in the 
Pleasant Valley Park district, which now stops at 
Academy Avenue, be extended to the State Home 
and School. The sewage from this large institution 
is now discharged into the brook that flows through 
Pleasant Valley Park, and in dry weather, when the 
water is low, accumulates along the bed of the brook. 
The city is prevented from doing this work because 
it has no right of way. The plans of the Metropolitan 
Park Commissioners include the extension of the 
Pleasant Valley Parkway from Academy Avenue past 
the State Home and School, as well as a branch ex- 
tending to the Parkway at Merino. If the State, 
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through its Park Commissioners, should secure this 
land for park purposes, in conformity with its plans, 
it may furnish the city a right of way for sewers. 
Such a sewer would not only help the State Home and 
School, but would also favorably affect the develop- 
ment of this section of the city, which is delayed on 
account of the lack of proper sewer facilities. 

HARBOR. 

Until recently we seem to have been utterly in- 
different to the possibilities of our harbor. With but 
one railroad entering our state, the development of 
our harbor ought to have come years ago, as a matter 
of course. Practically every spot of available wharf 
space is now owned by the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford Railroad, or so devoted to commercial 
uses that its purchase by the city is practically im- 
possible. 

Last year we made a beginning. The state began 
the construction of a pier at Allen's Avenue, which is 
now more than half completed, and which will cost 
about a quarter of a million dollars. The city is build- 
ing a wharf at Field's Point, 3,000 feet long. Part 
of this wharf the city intended to lease to the South- 
ern New England Railway. 

These projects should be only the beginning of a 
movement which will eventually place us where we 
rightfully belong, among the foremost seaport cities. 
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In this connection it seems to me important to draw 
attention to the plans suggested in the report of the 
Commission for the Improvement of Navigation in 
the Seekonk River, as originally made in its report to 
the General Assembly at its January Session, 19 lo, 
and subsequently confirmed. 

There are certain recommendations made in that 
report which immediately affect the City of Provi- 
dence. These recommendations are far-reaching and 
have much to commend them from an economic stand- 
point, pfovided that the relative rights of the various 
parties interested, including the City of Providence, 
can be properly adjusted. As the general plan on 
which they are based is so far-reaching, and has not 
yet been definitely adopted, I urge its careful consid- 
eration on behalf of the City of Providence, so that 
the latter's interest may be properly protected. Es- 
pecially I would call attention to that portion of the 
plan proposing the filling in and possible abandon- 
ment of over 35 acres included within^ the present 
harbor lines between Fox Point and India Point. If 
this property is abandoned to the riparian owners, of 
which the principal one is the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford Railroad Company, I wish to empha- 
size the importance of the recommendation of the 
Commission that "definite provision should be made 
that it shall be developed as dock property." In other 
.words, that the Railroad shall not be left free to use 
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this property for other purposes, except so far as nec- 
essarily incidental to its best use for docks. And I 
would also like to emphasize and approve the recom- 
mendation of the Commission that 'There should be 
a public wharf at the head of Providence harbor in 
order that visitors coming by the great natural high- 
way, the navigable waters, may have access to the 
city without becoming trespassers." In my opinion 
there should be more than one such public wharf at 
or near the location of the present Fox Point wharf, 
as suggested by the Commission. 

The commission draws attention to the fact that 
the railroad company has closed in and prevented the 
public from having access to the river through the 
streets and gangways laid out on the plat of the Fox 
Point Association of 1816, and shown on that plat, 
and it reports that, so far as it could ascertain, only 
one of these streets has ever been formally abandoned. 
If the public still has a right to the remainder of these 
streets, it seems to me that that right should be pro- 
tected and should be taken into consideration in any 
agreement made by the city approving the general 
plan for the development of dock property in that 
vicinity. 

There seems to be quite a general demand that the 
harbor be policed during the summer season. The 
Harbor Master feels that this matter could be taken 
care of if an officer were stationed at his office, so 
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that, when complaints are made, time need not be 
wasted reporting to the Police Department. 

HIGHWAYS. 

The advent of the automobile has created a condi- 
tion that all cities and states have been obliged to face. 
Except for streets with a lig"ht traffic, the inexpensive 
water bound macadam road is in continual need of 
repairs. The problem that road engineers are trying 
to solve is to provide a roadway that will withstand 
the modern traffic at a reasonable cost. I am in- 
formed by the Commissioner that extensive experi- 
mental work in this line has been carried on during 
the past year. It is proposed to continue the work 
during the coming year and to carefully observe the 
results, so that the method may be adopted which 
gives promise of the best practical results. ' In ad- 
dition to this work upward of $225,000 has been ex- 
pended, from the special appropriation provided for 
building more durable pavements, for streets where 
traffic was too heavy for any form of macadam pave- 
ment. Over $100,000 for additional pavements of 
the same class is under contract. This work com- 
prises granite and wooden blocks, asphalt and bituli- 
thic pavements. It presents to the public an oppor- 
tunity to observe the different methods of the best 
modern road construction, and to form opinions as 
to which is most desirable. Committees have been 
appointed to widen and extend a number of streets 
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in order that car and vehicle congestion in the centre 
of the city may be relieved and more rapid transit of 
trolley passengers provided. This work should be 
pushed to completion as early as practicable. 

I would further call the attention of the City Coun- 
cil to the petition to build River Avenue from Eaton 
Street to Admiral Street. There is no safe avenue 
of travel, at the present time, connecting the Wan- 
skuck and Olneyville sections of the city. This street 
is platted and it is undei;stood that, if the city will 
build it, the owners on the east side will deed suffi- 
cient land to the city to make the street of the same 
width as that south of Eaton Street. I strongly re- 
commend action on the matter. 

The recent investigation of this Department by a 
Committee of the City Council has done much good. 
Graft in the employment of laborers and certain laxi- 
ty in the management has been shown to have existed. 
The Commissioner of Public Works has now changed 
the entire system and the Department will be materi- 
ally benefited thereby. An engineer is in charge of 
the Department with a young active man as his as- 
sistant. The old method of employing by ticket has 
been discontinued and a stringent rule laid down for 
the employment of citizens only. 
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OILING STREETS. 

The sum of $20,000 has been appropriated for the 
ensuing year for oiling "streets. This appropriation 
is limited to macadam streets traversed by trolley 
cars, except in cases where city property fronts on 
other macadam streets on which the abutting owners 
pay for oiling in front of their property. It costs 
about $500 per mile to keep a street properly oiled 
for a season. About 90 miles of streets have been so 
treated during the past year by the city or by private 
subscription. The cost is about the same per mile 
to keep a street properly sprinkled with water. It 
has been found that the use of oil is preferable to 
water, as it tends to preserve the" macadam, while 
water softens and destroys the roadway. It has been 
suggested in some quarters that the city undertake 
the oiling of all streets. At present there are 255 
miles of received streets, 50 miles of which are paved, 
and 205 miles built of macadam. Should the city un- 
dertake such a work, one of two methods would have 
to be adopted, either to assess the cost to the abutting 
owners, or to pay said ^ cost from the general reven- 
ues. The first method would require legislative ac- 
tion ; the second method would mean a cost to the city 
of over $100,000 per year. While this problem will 
have to be solved before long, in view of the heavy 
demand for other important highway work, I recom- 
mend that action in this regard be delayed for the 

present. 
4 
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POLICE. 

At the close of the fiscal year, September 30th, 
19 1 2, the active force of the Police Department had 
been increased to 382 men, of which number, 21 were 
assigned to the work of regulating traffic. The cost 
of maintaining the Department for the year was 
$487,360.61. The receipts from licenses, issued under 
the direction of the Board of Police Commissioners, 
now exceed $400,000. 

It was recently reported that the Police Commis- 
sion was apprehensive lest it be compelled to go out 
of the city for candidates for the force. I trust the 
Commission is not seriously considering such action. 
I believe that if difficulty is experienced in getting 
suitable applicants at the present time it does not 
arise from the scarcity of material in the City of 
Providence. 

The requirements for the force could be less strict 
without hampering in the slightest degree the effici- 
ency of the Department. For instance, why should 
the age limit be restricted to the period of a man's 
life between 23 and 30 years? 

In my opinion the efficiency of the night patrolling 
force would be enhanced, and the service made more 
attractive to recruits, if the day telegraph duty for 
night men were abolished. 
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This could be brought about at comparatively slight 
increase of expense to the Department, by detailing 
men, who through some disability are unfitted for 
patrol duty, to permanent station service, obviating 
the long stretch of work now necessary for the night 
patrolman when his station day detail occurs. 

The compensation of the patrolmen ought also to 
be increased. They have received for a long time 
and are now receiving the sum of $3.00 a day. I re- 
commend for them the lo*^^ wage increase suggested 
by the Salary Committee. When the Police Com- 
piission bill was passed in 1901, there was embodied 
in it a pension system for the Providence Police. 
Since the establishment of this system, the witness 
fees which the police formerly received for attending 
court, and the fees for details, in addition to one per 
cent, of the officers' salaries have been diverted to 
the pension fund. Therefore, since 1901, the police 
of Providence have been working under a reduced 
salary. 

I also believe that certain changes ought to be made 
in the management of the pension fund. Under the 
present arrangement the police have absolutely no 
say in the control of this fund. They are interested 
in it; it is maintained for their benefit; they contri- 
bute their money to it — why should they not be con- 
sulted concerning it ? While I think it may be neces- 
sary for the maintenance of the pension fund that 
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the witness fees should be tak^n from the police and 
turned into this channel, I question very seriously 
the advisability of compelling a man who has worked 
all day to spend his evening doing special detail work 
at dances and entertainments, without extra compen- 
sation, in order that a pension fund may be pre- 
served. 

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

The manual force of the Fire Department consists 
of 325 men, 303 of this number being assigned to the 
32 companies of the department. The Commission- 
ers feel that this number is insufficient for the work 
which the department is called upon to perform, com- 
panies often responding to alarms with less than half 
of their entire complement. In fact it is no unusual 
occurrence for a company to answer calls in the con- 
gested sections of the city with but two men, and while 
it is true that most excellent service has been ren- 
dered in the past and that fires have, for the most 
part, been confined to the place of origin, yet the 
risks that are ever present and the values endanger- 
ed so great that the department, handicapped as it 
frequently is by lack of men, cannot be expected, in 
all cases, to render that protection to which our citi- 
zens are entitled. 

The Fire Commissioners have called the attention 
of the City Council to the need of a greater force. 
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and have requested that the number be increased from 
325 to 360. The National Board of Fire Underwrit- 
ers, in its report upon conditions in this city, submit- 
ted last November, after an exhaustive investigation, 
calls attention to the fact that the department, while 
efficient, is seriously undermanned, and recommends 
that it be strengthened by the appointment of addi- 
tional men. 

This recommendation, based as it is upon investi- 
gations made by men specially engaged in this line 
of work, and agreeing with the statement submitted 
by the Boapd of Fire Commissioners, appears to me 
to be deserving of the most careful consideration. 

I strongly recommend the salary increase of ten per 
cent, advocated by the Special Salary Committee for 
the men of the department. 

The total amount expended for the maintenance 
of the department during the fiscal year ending Sep- 
tember 30, 1912, was $464,597.31, and a brief sum- 
mary showing the purposes for which the same was 
disbursed is herewith submitted: 

Salaries $361,689 35 or 77.85 per cent. 

Use of Fire Hydrants and Water for 

Fire Hydrants 20,000 00 or 4.31 per cent. 

Repairs and Improvements to Fire 
Stations (expended by the Com- 
mittee on City Property 15,098 13 or 3.25 per cent. 

All other expenses 67,809 83 or 14.59 per cent. 
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PUBLIC MARKET. 

The increased cost of living has, during the past 
few months, driven the people of Providence to ascer- 
tain ways and means of extending the purchasing 
power of the dollar. Many thinking people of this 
city feel that one of these means would be the es- 
tablishment of a centrally located public market, 
where the citizens could meet the farmer directly 
and purchase, without the intervention of a middle- 
man, the market products, eggs and poultry of the 
surrounding neighborhood. 

From a personal investigation which I made when 
a member of the Board of Aldermen, two years ago, 
I feel that, except for the sale of meats which are 
brought from the west, and, because of the small 
quantities in which they would necessarily have to be 
purchased could not be sold at any advantage, such 
a plan would be entirely feasible. 

A public market of this nature should be erected 
by the city, divided into stalls and rented to the farm- 
ers. Its advantages to the farmer and to the consu- 
mer are obvious. Under present conditions the farm- 
er pays for a street space, with no protection against 
the inclemency of the weather, which he must leave 
at 10:30 a. m. With a clean, sanitary stall, pro^ 
tected from the weather, in which he can dispose of 
his wares all day, he is greatly benefited, and the con- 
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sumer is furnished an opportunity of getting fresh 
farm products at the lowest possible price. 

I recommend the appointment of a committee at 
once to formulate a plan for such a market. 

PARKS. 

The Park Commissioners, besides several improve- 
ments which they have under way at Roger Williams 
Park, have made appropriations for grading and 
fencing at Tockwotton Park, Prairie Avenue, Quaid 
and Hawes Street playgrounds. Plans are also under 
way for the grading of the new Livingstone Street 
playground. 

The Commissioners recommend that the band 
stand at Roger Williams Park be rebuilt, that the 
swamp east of the menagerie building be filled (as it 
is now a breeding place for mosquitoes), and that 
an aquarium be equipped on the site of the old men- 
agerie building. 

The Commission also believes that additional ball 
fields should be provided and so located that they will 
meet the needs of the diflferent sections of the city. 

I am heartily in favor of this last recommendation, 
as I believe amateur baseball is doing a great good 
for the young boys of the community, and should be 
encouraged in every possible way by the city. 
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FORESTRY. 

In consequence of a more liberal appropriation for 
this Department during the past year, the public shade 
trees of the city have suffered less injury from insect 
pests than ever before. By the purchase of a high 
power pump, not only were all infected trees in the 
public highways thoroughly sprayed, but the general 
work was materially assisted, and the cost of spraying 
reduced one-half. With the acquisition of a second 
pump, already contracted for, the Department ex- 
pects, in the coming season, to be in a position to 
successfully defy all insect pests in the future. Dur- 
ing the past year 11,211 trees were sprayed at a cost 
of $2,048.62. After three seasons of growth, the 
nurseries in the park, conducted by this Department, 
are producing trees of sufficient size to plant on the 
highways. During the past year several of these 
trees were planted throughout the city. 

The work done by one of our leading newspapers 
during the past year, in the furnishing and planting 
of trees, has accomplished good results. 

PLAYGROUNDS. 

Sixteen playgrounds, one more than in 191 1, were 
maintained during the past year from July 8th to 
August 30th, inclusive. Seven baths were also con- 
ducted under the authority of the Playground Com- 
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inittee. The number of workers at both playgrounds 
and baths was 70 in addition to the Supervisor and 
Janitors, The record of attendance at the play- 
grounds the past season was 158,141 as against 130,- 
562 the year previous. The total number of baths 
taken by boys during the season ending August 30th, 
191 2, was 18,862, or 2,960 more than in the 191 1 
season. A total of 14,154 baths were taken by girls 
this year, an increase of 1,585 over the previous sea- 
son. 

During the past fiscal year the annual appropria- 
tions for the summer playgrounds and for the baths, 
which had been hitherto separate amounts, were com- 
biued under one general head of Temporary Play- 
grounds, and an appropriation of $7,450.86 was made 
for both activities. Of this appropriation $6,344.43 
was spent for the pay-roll and $1,106.43 for other 
expenses. 

During the past year the Providence Playground 
Association maintained the Garibaldi and Livingstone 
Street playgrounds, and assisted the city in maintain- 
ing the one at Prairie Avenue. Although two of 
these playgrounds have passed into the hands of the 
city by purchase, it would aid the city materially if 
the same assistance in maintenance were furnished 
during the coming year. 

April 17th, 19 12, the Rhode Island Legislature 
passed an act authorizing the City Council of Provi- 
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dence to provide for the election of a Board of Com- 
missioners to superintend and manage all playgrounds. 
The committee which has charge of this movement at 
the present time is appointed by the Mayor annually. 

I would recommend the passage of legislation which 
would empower the Mayor to appoint such a com- 
mission, but feel obliged again to call attention to the 
fact that the Mayor's appointments should not be 
hampered by the confirmation of any other body, 

BUILDING INSPECTION. 

The office of the Inspector of Buildings was more 
than doubled in floor space during the past year, 
greatly facilitating the work necessary to be done by 
the increased amount of building operations. It also 
gave to the Department a private office, the need of 
which had been realized for some time. 

The filing of plans for buildings, which was desir- 
ed from a legal standpoint, was also made possible 
by this increased space. 

Two inspectors were added to the office force, 
which makes possible the prompt attendaince to busi- 
ness of the office. 

According to the Inspector of Buildings, the office 
is now in excellent condition. 
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EXCHANGE PLACE. 

One of the finest open spaces in the centre of any- 
city — Exchange Place — is undergoing a change. Ne- 
cessity for better street railway service has forced our 
City Council to give up part of this space for a railway 
loop. Personally I am disappointed that so many 
tracks were deemed necessary in this square as I 
believe the temptation to store cars on the sidings 
and switches will be strong. This, however, the City 
Council should be careful to guard against. Street 
cars should not be allowed the privileges which were 
so strongly objected to in the case of automobiles. 
The loop should pever be permitted to become a 
freight yard. The Mall plan for the centre of this 
square should be perfected as soon as possible. I 
would suggest that whatever is done in this connec- 
tion, care should be taken not to obstruct the view. 

As it is only a question of time when automobiles 
will be removed from this locality, I believe the City 
should furnish some central location for automobile 
ojvners to leave their cars. Our new traffic ordin- 
ance makes it an offence to stand automobiles in most 
of our thoroughfares. Hence the City which has 
made this ordinance should help a large class of citi- 
zens to avoid offending against it. I would suggest 
that some central location be selected for this purpose 
and these owners be charged a storage fee for the ac- 
commodation. 
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STEAM RAILROADS. 

Being a manufacturing center, Providence needs 
water and rail transportation facilities for its develop- 
ment and continued prosperity. We are excellently 
located by natural advantages for growth in both 
lines. We are blocked, however, by a monopoly which 
has us firmly within its grasp. The New York, New 
Haven and Hartford Railroad has a marvelously 
complete control of our steam service and water front. 
This control has been the growth of years, and the 
exasperating thing about it is that with each suc- 
ceeding increase of power, the service rendered has 
become more inadequate. Our merchants have been 
complaining for years of the quality of service ren- 
dered. Passenger service, in a less degree, has been 
a constant source of annoyance. It would seem, on 
the surface, that a monopoly with complete control 
of a territory would have its service as near perfec- 
tion as possible, even if it took advantage of its free- 
dom from competition to keep its rates high. But 
the New Haven Road, we now know, was not able to 
do even this, owing to the policy which has dominat- 
ed it. We now realize that the New Haven Road, 
itself, is a paying proposition, and that, if its profits 
were devoted to the betterment of service and equip- 
ment, and the payment of dividends to its stockhold- 
ers, the public would have no cause for complaint. 
We also realize that it cannot pay its present rate of 
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dividends and give the people of Providence proper 
service, as long as it pursues its present policy of 
buying up every trolley, rail, and steamship line. in 
the vicinity, which looks as if it might some time in 
the future become a competitor, especially if these 
lines are not paying propositions themselves. Ten 
years ago before this policy was adopted its stock 
stood at 252; December 27th, 1912, it closed at 158. 
The policy is wrong; it must cease. The public has 
spoken emphatically, and it will not be satisfied until 
conditions are radically changed. 

The New Haven policy would probably have es- 
caped public attention a while longer, were it not for 
the Grand Trunk fiasco. We all remember the loud 
acclaim with which the Southern New England Rail- 
way was welcomed to our State. Our Legislature 
gave it a liberal charter, against the protests of the 
New Haven Road. Every public official put himself 
out to make the way easy. Providence, relying solely 
on the good faith of the new road, donated a tide- 
water entrance along one of its public streets, and ex- 
tended a wharf which it was building at Field's Point, 
in order that it might enjoy suitable water privileges. 
The State of Rhode Island made similar provisions at 
its Allen's Avenue pier. We know what a shock it 
was to all of us when the news came that work on the 
Southern New England had ceased, and that the Road 
was to be abandoned. Naturally, the first thought of 
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every man in the community was that Mr. Mellen 
had kept the threat which he had previously made — 
that he would take care of the Grand Trunk outside 
of Rhode Island. It seemed unreasonable that the 
Southern New England would sacrifice $1,500,000, 
which it had already spent, and several millions more, 
for which it had contracted and must necessarily pay, 
without some adequate return. Investigation was be- 
gun; Congressman O'Shaunessy introduced into Con- 
gress a resolution to investigate the New Haven sys- 
tem. At the hearing in Washington the situation in . 
Rhode Island was ably presented. The Attorney 
General's department began the Grand Trunk inquiry 
in New York; and the latter has resulted, as we know, 
in the indictment of Messrs. Mellen, Chamberlain and 
Smithers. Whatever the legal outcome may be, and 
of course it is unfair to predict before the trial, we 
are all satisfied that the stoppage of work on 'the 
Southern New England Railway was the result of 
activity on the part of the New Haven to maintain 
its freedom from competition. 

Massachusetts and Rhode Island, therefore, must 
begin an active campaign to bring into New England 
a Railroad capable of competing with the New Haven. 
Indictments have a good eflfect in impressing the fact 
on powerful individuals that there are limits which 
even they cannot overstep; the breaking up of a mo- 
nopoly of this nature is a great advance for any 
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community. But if we are to prevent these monopo- 
lies from again assuming gigantic and unwieldy pro- 
portions, we must see to it that we have a competitive 
regulating force. We do not desire to see the New 
Haven Road put out of business. We want it with us. 
But we want it in a healthy condition, paying fair divi- 
dends to its stockholders, and rendering efficient ser- 
vice to the community. There are some lines in which 
we must have competition. Railroad service is one 
of these lines. Our Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, I believe, will in the near future be clothed with 
larger powers, and will be able to determine just 
rates, on a fair investrnent, but I fail to see how any 
government regulation that is talked of now, will 
compel a Road to give as. good service as would 
naturally be afforded by a reasonable degree of . 
competition. If the Grand Trunk abandons its pres- 
ent projects, let us see that those projects are carried 
out by other means. 

Perhaps the Southerrr New England Railway will 
yet be a reality. I am not absolutely convinced that 
it intends to break its solemn pledge and to violate 
its plightdd word. If such is the case, however, we 
must take every possible precaution to protect the 
rights of our city and of its people. I pledge my 
word to the people of Providence that as far as I 
am concerned no effort will be spared in that direc- 
tion.

LIGHTING AND POWER FRANCHISES. 

August, 191 2, the City of Providence entered 
into an agreement with the Narragansett Electric 
Lighting Company for a ten year period, and granted 
said company a five year exclusive franchise. 

Under the aforementioned agreement many im- 
provements were obtained. 

Present antiquated open arc lights are to be re- 
placed by new style inverted magnetite arc lights with 
opalescent globes ; lighting standards of ornamental 
design, with arc lights fourteen feet above ground as 
a maximum, are to be erected; incandescent lights 
are to be sixty candle-power tungstens, 5,000 of which 
are to. be installed by February, 1913, The present 
Welsbach lights are to be discontinued January ist, 
and these are to be replaced by incandescent lights. 
Prices have been considerably modified. A readjust- 
ment of prices is provided for 1916 and 1919. The

city reserves the right to purchase the fixtures used 
in the street lighting system, at the end of ten years, 
the purchase to be on a basis of fair cash value of 
said fixtures in the condition which they srre at the 
time of their purchase. Provision is made for joint 
use of poles ; the construction of three miles of under- 
ground conduits each year; a franchise tax of three 
per cent. ; a maximum dividend of eight per cent, and 
a maximum surplus of ten per cent. 
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A proposed franchise grant is now before the City 
Council for action, by which the Rhode Island Power 
Transmission Company is seeking entrance to our 
city. 

The gas franchise of the Providence Gas Company 
expired July, 19 12, and negotiations are now pend- 
ing between a Special Committee of the City Council 
and the Gas Company. No arrangements have been ar- 
rived at as yet, and the franchise tax has lapsed since 
July. Demand has been made for some time by our 
citizens for a municipal gas inspector. The demand 
deserves conl^ideration. 



TELEPHONE FRANCHISE. 

The telephone franchise given by Ordinance 245, 
Chapter 313, Series 1907, to the Providence Tele- 
phone Company provides that either the city or the 
company, at any time after the first day of December, 
191 3, may terminate the same by giving six months 
notice, in writing, to the other party. 

I would advise the City Council to appoint a com- 
mittee to look into this matter immediately, so that 
the city may be in a position to act intelligently when 
the time arrives for it to do so. 
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STREET RAILWAY FRANCHISE. 

On May 27th, 19 12, the City of Providence granted 
to the Rhode Island Company a twenty year franchise 
in the streets of Providence. Under the agreement 
made between the city and the Rhode Island Company 
several changes were agreed upon. The city agreed 
to remove Arnold Block and to lay out and widen 
Empire, Fountain, North Main, Randall, Smith, 
Franklin and Plainfield Streets and Maryland Ave- 
nue. The Rhode Island Company, on its part agreed to 
construct a double track tunnel between North Main 
Street and Thayer Street within two years ; to remove 
the tracks now located on and over College Hill; to 
construct a loop at Exchange Place; to pay a certain 
percentage of the costs to the city of the laying out 
of the aforementioned streets, which the city is to 
build; to install electric switches, automatic signals 
and signal bells, improved fenders, new type signs 
and prepayment cars; to protect the city's pipes 
against electrolysis; to remodel the car steps; to im- 
prove the running time of the cars so that the head- 
way on all lines would be at least twenty minutes, and 
within one year to have the cars necessary for this 
schedule ; to grant all-night service on certain routes ; 
to relocate white posts; to place restrictions on the 
routing of freight cars ; to allow the joint use of its 
poles with other public service companies; to build 
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sidewalk shelters to the amount of $60,000, at an 
average of $3,000 a year ; to place wires underground ; 
to take off small cars upon completion of the tunnel, 
and to use said cars only in an emergency; and on 
one year's notice to sell to the City of Providence, at 
a price equal to the actual cost, the tunnel through 
the hill, and, in case of such purchase, to lease said 
tunnel from the city during the period for which it 
has an exclusive franchise ; and to pay a five per cent, 
tax on its gross earnings. 

Some of these improvements are already under 
way. For the accomplishment of most of them a 
year has been given. An effort should be made, how- 
ever, to immediately improve the service now that the 
loop on Exchange Place is completed. 

I would suggest in connection with this subject that 
consideration be given to a recommendation contained 
in the Citizens' Plan for a tunnel or open cut from the 
Easterly terminus of the College Hill tunnel to the 
vicinity of the Seekonk River. 

EQUALITY OF SUFFRAGE. 

Our State Constitution is badly in need of revis- 
ion. Perhaps the most crying need in this respect is 
the abolition of the distinction between voters. Ex- 
cept for one or two Southern states, Rhode Island 
stands alone in this class idea of voting. 
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In Rhode Island the citizen who owns property 
receives one kind of ballot^ and the citizen who does 
not own property receives another kind. This dis- 
tinction between voters affects the City of Providence 
keenly. It me^ns that, in this city, more than one- 
half of the voting population does not participate in 
the affairs of city government, except in being allowed 
to vote for general officers. The property voter, who 
is in the minority in the City of Providence, not only 
controls the tax levy and the spending of the city's 
money, but also controls the election, of every city offi- 
cer, with, one or two exceptions. The property voter 
also, as long as he continues to hold property, has an 
exclusive monopoly on jury duty. 

I strongly recommend that a resolution be adopted 
by the City Council, asking the Legislature to amend 
the State Constitution immediately, so that the major- 
ity of the voting population of the City of Providence 
may have a voice in city government. 



CITY CHARTER. 

Providence has outgrown its City Charter. New 
ideas and experiments in other cities of our country 
have made it plain that this city would not suffer by 
an up-to-date revision of the instrument under which 
we are governed. 
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The modern tendency in city government is to place 
authority in the hands of as few people as the circum- 
stances will permit, provided those individuals are 
kept within reach of the popular will. Providence 
has made no advance in this direction. All appoint- 
ing power is in the hands of a body of fifty men, who 
cannot be reached directly by a majority of the vot- 
ing population. I do not believe that fifty men are 
necessary to the government of our city» any more 
than I believe that thirty men are necessary to the 
government of our schools. 

In a large body of this kind the work naturally 
devolves upon a few individuals, and, where all are 
paid equally, injustice is bouild to result. If the sal- 
ary of the individual member is large, a number of 
men who do little work for the city are being overpaid. 
If the salary is small, a number of men who do much 
work for the city are underpaid. 

While I do not believe that Providence has yet 
reached the stage where a small commission is de- 
manded, I do feel that less than half of the present 
membership of our City Government could manage 
its affairs successfully. 

For the year ending December 31, 1912, our forty 
councilmen and ten aldermen received $17,000 in 
salaries. If the number of councilmen were reduced 
to ten and the aldermanic body retained its present 
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membership, each councilman and alderman could re- 
ceive the sums of money recently requested as in- 
creased salaries and the total amotmt of outlay to 
the city would increase the city's annual pay-roll but 
$500. 

I also believe that more power should be given to the 
Chief Executive of the City of Providence. Under 
present arrangements, except for his committee ap- 
pointments and the appointment of his office force, 
he has no power of any practical value. 

If the people of Providence show confidence enough 
in a man to elect him mayor, they surely must have 
sufficient confidence in his judgment to allow him to 
appoint the officers at the heads of the various depart- 
ments. I believe that, the City Council should be con- 
fined principally to legislative activity, and that much 
of its present executive power should be lodged in the 
mayor. 

Under present conditions a mayor when elected is 
held responsible for the administration of the city 
government during his term of office, while the ap- 
pointment of the heads of the various departments, 
who are to work under him during his administration, 
is controlled by another body. It seems to me the 
logical thing to do would be to place the power with 
the responsibility. 
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It also seems to me only fair that the city govern- 
ment should submit, the granting, extending or en- 
larging of franchises to the people. 

I would suggest that, during the. course of the year, 
a committee be appointed by this body to revise our 
city charter.

ORDINANCES OF THE CITY OF PROVI- 
DENCE, CHAPTER 6 AS AMENDED BY 
CHAPTER 112. 

JOINT COMMITTEES OF THE CITY COUNCIL. 

Section L There shall be biennially appointed immedi- 
ately after the organization of the city government, the fol- 
lowing joint standing committees of the city council, viz. : 
a committee on finance ; a committee on highways ; a com- 
mittee on education; a committee on the fire department; 
a committee on city property; a committee on ordinances; a 
committee on claims ; a committee on printing ; a committee on 
parks; a committee on railroads; a committee on sewers; a 
committee on the north burial ground; a committee on the 
harbor; a committee on lights; a committee on water; each of 
which committees shall consist of four members of the com- 
mon council to be appointed by the president of the common 
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council, and one alderman to be appointed by the mayor ; and 
a committee on the city engineer's department, to consist of 
the mayor, the president of the board of alderman, the presi- 
dent of the common council, the chairman of the joint stand- 
ing committees on highways and sewers, and one member of 
the common council to be appointed by the president thereof. 

Sec. 2. The mayor, the chairman of the police committee 
of the board of aldermen, the president of the common coun- 
cil, and the chairman of the joint standing committee on 
the fire department, are hereby created a joint standing com- 
mittee of the city council for the relief of disabled firemen 
and policemen, in accordance with and subject to the follow- 
ing provisions. When any member of the fire or police de- 
partment of the City of Providence, while in the actual per- 
formance of his duty as a member thereof, has become or 
shall hereafter become permanently disabled, he shall be en- 
titled to and paid such sum or sums as said committee may 
in their discretion, and after hearing, upon any application 
for relief for the cause aforesaid, determine to be just and 
proi)er; and said coiimiittee are hereby further authorized to 
draw their order upon the city treasurer for such amount, 
which order shall be charged to the special appropriation 
hereinafter named. In no case shall such allowance exceed 
the sum of four hundred dollars per annum to any one per- 
son. Should any member of the fire or police department be 
killed, or die from the eflfect of injuries received while in the 
actual performance of his duty, or from any disease contracted 
while in the performance of his duty, leaving a widow and 
children, or either a widow or children, dependent in whole 
or in part upon the services of such deceased firemen or 
policemen for support, such widow or children, or both, may, 
in the discretion of said Committee, and upon due application 
7 
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therefor, be allowed a sum not exceeding three hundred dol- 
lars per annum, to be paid to such widow and children, or 
either of them, in such manner and in such sum or sums as 
said Committee may from time to time adjudge to be proper. 
In no event shall the widow of any deceased fireman or police- 
man be entitled to an allowance under the provisions of this 
section after remarriage. The amount hereafter allowed for 
relief under this section shall not exceed in any one year the 
sum of fifteen hundred dollars for firemen and fifteen hun- 
dred dollars for policemen, which shall be taken from the 
appropriation for the relief of firemen or of policemen. 

Sec. 3. Joint committees, whether standing or special, 
shall have power to elect their own chairman; and in de- 
fault of such election, the member first named on a commit- 
tee shall be chairman thereof, and in case of his resignation 
or inability, the other members, in the order in which they 
are named, shall act as chairman. 

Sec. 4. Joint standing committees shall cause a record 
of their proceedings to be kept in a book to be provided by 
the city for that purpose, and no report shall be received un- 
less agreed to in committee actually assembled. 

Sec. 5. Every joint committee to whom any subject shall 
have been referred shall report thereon within four weeks to 
the branch making such reference, or shall ask for further 
time; and all joint special committees shall report to the 
city council, at least once in three months, the condition of 
the matter referred to them, and shall also, biennially, in the 
month of January, make to the city council a full report of 
the matter referred to them, and shall thereupon be ipso 
facto discharged from the further consideration of the mat- 
ter referred to them, unless they shall by joint resolution be 
continued as such special committee. 
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Sec. 6. All reports and other papers submitted to the 
city council shall be written in a fair hand and on separate 
sheets of paper, and shall be suitably indorsed by the mem- 
ber presenting the same; and no other indorsement or re- 
port of any kind shall be made on the reports, memorial or 
other papers which may, be referred to any joint committee, 
except such as may be made by the clerk of either branch of 
the city council. All reports shall be signed by the writer 
thereof, unless otherwise ordered by the committee. 

Sec. 7. No chairman of any joint committee shall audit 
or approve any bill or account against the city for services 
or supplies, unless the same shall have been ordered by the 
committee, nor shall he approve any bill or account except 
by vote of the committee. 

Sec. 8. There shall be elected biennially, in the month of 
January, by ballot in each branch of the city council, a joint 
committee on accounts, to consist of two on the part of the 
board of aldermen and five on the part of the common coun- 
cil. 

Sec. 9. Whenever any vote shall be taken ;n either branch 
' of the city council upon any ordinance, resolution, or order 
involving the expenditure of money, the ayes and noes shall 
be called. 
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RULES OF ORDER 

OF THE 

BOARD OF ALDERMAN. 

[Adopted January 6, 1918.] 



FIRST. 



The Mayor, and in his absence the President of the Board 
shall preside, and in the absence of both the Mayor and the 
President, the President pro tempore shall preside. 

SECOND. 

The chair shall "preserve decorum and order, may speak on 
points of order in preference to other members, and shall 
decide all points of order subject to an appeal to the board by 
motion regularly seconded, and no other business shall be in 
order till the question on appeal shall have been decided by a 
majority vote of the members present. 

THIRD. 

Any member desiring to speak shall address the chair, and 
after his right to speak has been recognized, he shall not be 
interrupted while speaking, except by a call to order or for the 
correction of a mistake; he shall confine his remarks to the 
question under debate, and shall avoid personalities ; there shall 
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be no conversation among members while such member is 
speaking, while a paper is being read or while a question is 
being stated from the chair. 

FOURTH. 

The chair shall enforce order and decorum among persons 
outside the bar, and any person addressing the board by per- 
mission or by request, shall, while speaking, be subject to thq 
same rules and entitled to the same privileges of order as 
pertain to a member of the board; provided, however, that a 
member of the board may interrupt such speaker for the pur- 
pose of asking a question or of obtaining information. 

FIFTH. 

When a question is under debate, the chair shall receive no 
motion except "to adjourn," "to lay on the table," "to postpone 
to a day specified or indefinitely," "to commit," "to amend," 
which several motions shall have precedence in the order here 
named. 

SIXTH. 

When a vote has been passed, it shall be in order for any 
member to move a reconsideration thereof at the same meeting, 
or to give notice in writing of his intention to move a recon- 
sideration at the next meeting; in which case the clerk shall 
retain possession of the papers until the next meeting but no 
longer ; and when a motion to reconsider has been decided that 
vote shall not be reconsidered. 

SEVENTH. 

Every member who shall be present when a question is put 
shall vote thereon, unless excused for reasons to be stated at 
the time, and by two-thirds of the members present voting in 
the affirmative, without debate. • 
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EIGHTH. 

Every ordinance, resolution or order, after being read, shall 
be laid on the table until the next meeting, at the request of 
three members, but shall not lie on the table for a longer time, 
except by special yote or general consent. 

NINTH. 

The order of business at each meeting shall be as follows : 

1. Referred business, including citations, grading and 
receiving streets, and other matters connected with the high- 
ways. 

2. New business, consisting of executive communications, 
petitions, memorials,, remonstrances, reports, motions, orders, 
resolutions, elections, granting licenses. 

i Papers from the Common Council. 

Provided, however, that at all meetings specially called b); 
the Mayor, the special business for which such meetings is 
called shall be first in order, and shall be taken up and ex- 
clusively considered until it is finally acted upon at such 
meeting, and no other business shall be acted upon or con- 
sidered at such meeting except by the unanimous consent of 
the board. 



TENTH. 

No person shall be allowed inside the bar during the sessions 
of the board, excepting members and officers of the board and 
the reporters of newspapers employed to do the city printing; 
unless by special invitation from the chair, or from a member 
of the board through and with the approval of the chair. 
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ELEVENTH. 

All committees and heads of departments having reports to 
make, or business to present to the Board of Aldermen shall 
give notice to the clerk of their intention to present such 
reports or business at least three days before the meeting of 
the Board of Aldermen in order that the same may be printed 
upon the docket ; and no such report or business shall be con- 
sidered unless notice of the same shall have been given as 
herein provided. 



TWELFTH. 

The Mayor shall appoint all committees of the board, and 
shall also appoint Aldermen to all joint committees of the City 
Council ; and the clerk of said board shall be ex-officio clerk of 
all standing and special committees of the Board of Aldermen. 



THIRTEENTH. 

There shall be biennially appointed, immediately after the 
organization of the Board of Aldermen the following stand- 
ing committees, viz.: A committee on armories, and a 
committee on auctioneers, a committee on bridges, a 
committee on health department, a committee on police, 
a committee on street signs and numbers, a committee 
on streets, a committee on milk, and a committee on damages 
under the dog law, each of which shall consist of three Alder- 
men. There shall also be appointed a committee on the poor 
department, which shall consist of three Aldermen, who shall 
have the general supervision of the poor department, and all 
bills contracted or expenditures incurred by the Overseer 
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of the Poor shall be approved by said committee. There shall 
also be appointed a committee on hackney carriages, which 
shall consist of three Aldermen, who shall have the super- 
vision of the granting of licenses for hackney carriages and 
other vehicles. 

FOURTEENTH. 

Each Alderman upon the receipt from the Inspector of 
Buildings of an application to build, alter, enlarge or use a 
building for a stable, shall examine the premises, and consult 
the owners, or one of them, if known to such Alderman of 
each of the estates adjoining such proposed location, and report 
said application, to the Board of Aldermen, and the same shall 
lay on the table for two weeks and shall bear the recommen- 
dation of the Alderman before being acted upon by the Board, 

FIFTEENTH. 

No proposed ordinance shall be adopted on the part of the 
Board of Aldermen, until after copies thereof have been 
printed and mailed to the members of the Board at least 72 
hours previous to the meeting at which the same will be in 
order for action thereon. 

Every committee, commission, person or persons, to whom 
any proposed ordinance is referred, and who shall decide to 
recommend the passage thereof, shall cause copies thereof to 
be printed and mailed to the members of the City Council at 
least seventy-two hours previous to the meeting at which the 
same will be in order for action thereon, and the expense 
thereof shall be charged to the appropriation for the City Coun- 
cil. And this rule shall not be subject to the provisions of rule 
Sixteen of the Rules of Order of the Board of Aldermen, but 
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may be altered, amended, suspended or repealed at any time 
by a vote of seven members elected to the Board of Aldermen 
except as hereinafter provided. 

It is provided, however, that ordinances granting permis- 
sion to erect poles and wires for the purpose of supplying 
electric light, heat, power or telephones, when presented with 
the recommendation of the Commissioner of Public Works, 
may be adopted at the meeting when presented, and without 
copies thereof being printed and distributed as hereinbefore 
provided, unless objection is made against final action at said 
meeting by one-fifth of the members present. 

« SIXTEENTH. 

The aforegoing rules shall not be altered, amended, sus- 
pended, or repealed at any time, except by the vote of the 
majority of the whole number of members elected to the 
Board of Aldermen.

RULES OF ORDER 

OP THE 

COMMON COUNCIL. 

[Adopted January 6, 1913.] 
FIRST. 

The President shall take the chair at the hour appointed for 
the meeting by the Council, and shall call the members to order 
on the appearance of a quorum, and shall cause the journal of 
the preceding meeting to be read. Unless otherwise ordered, 
from time to time, the regular meeting of the Common Coun- 
cil shall be held at eight o'clock p. m. on the first Monday in 
each calendar month, excepting, however, the months of July 
and August, when the summer recess is held, and also except- 
ing the month of September, when the regular meeting shall 
be held on the second Monday in September. 

SECOND. 

He shall preserve decorum and order ; may speak on general 
questions as other members, and, on points of order, in pre- 
ference to other members. He shall decide all questions of 
order, subject to an appeal to the Council by any one member. 

THIRD. 

Every question shall be distinctly put by the President. 
When a vote is taken by ayes and noes, and the President 
doubts, or a division be called for, the Council shall divide. 
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FOURTH. 

Any member desiring to speak, shall address the chair, and 
after his right to speak has been recognized, he shall not be 
interrupted while speaking, except by a call to order, or for the 
correction of a mistake; he shall confine his remarks to the 
question under debate, and shall avoid personalities ; there shall 
be no conversation among members while such member is 
speaking, while a paper is being read, or while a question is 
being stated from the chair. 

Every member present, when a question is put shall give his 
vote, unless the Council, for special reasons, excuse him. 

FIFTH. 

Every motion shall be reduced to writing if the President 
directs, or any member of the Council requests it, and may be 
withdrawn before a decision or amendment. 

SIXTH. 

When a question is under debate, no motion shall be received, 
unless "to adjourn,*' *'to lay on the table," "to postpone inde- 
finitely," "to postpone to a day certain," "to commit," "to 
amend," which several motions shall have precedence in the 
order in which they are here arranged. 

SEVENTH. 

No motion or proposition of a subject different from that 
under consideration shall be admitted under color of amend- 
ment. 

EIGHTH. 

When a vote has been passed, it shall be in order for any 
member to move a reconsideration thereof at the same meet- 
ing, or to give notice in writing of his intention to move a 
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reconsideration at the next adjourned meeting; in the latter 
case the Clerk shall retain possession of the papers until the 
next adjourned meeting; and, when such notice of an inten- 
tion to reconsider has been given, no subsequent motion to 
reconsider the vote passed shall be in order at the same meeting 
unless upon a withdrawal of the notice; and when a motion to 
reconsider has been decided, that vote shall not be reconsidered ; 
and the same resolution shall come but once before the Coun- 
cil for reconsideration. 

NINTH. 

The following order of business shall be observed in all 
cases : 

After the Clerk shall have read the record of the preceding 
meeting, which record is hereby made the duty of the Clerk to 
keep, communications from the Mayor shall then be received, 
read, and disposed of. 

The unfinished business in which'^the Common Council was 
actually engaged at the time of its last adjournment shall then 
be taken up and disposed of. No other unfinished business 
shall be in order. 

The Pre3ident shall next call upon the standing committees 
for their reports in the following order, viz. : 

Ordinances, Education, 

Finance, Printing, 

Claims, North Burial Ground, 

Highways, Harbor, 

Sewers, Accounts, 

Fire Departments, Parks, 

Railroads, Lights, and 

City Property, Water ; 

and their reports shall be received and disposed of; and no 
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Other report shall be made by the standing committees at that 
meeting. 

The President shall next call upon special committees for 
their reports : and their reports shall be received and disposed 
of; and no other reports shall be made by any special commit- 
tees at that meeting. 

Business which may have been received from the Board of 
Aldermen shall next be taken up and disposed of. 

The President shall then call for petitions and miscellaneous 
business, which shall be received and disposed of. 

No business shall be offered, received, or acted upon, except 
in the foregoing order, except that a motion to adjourn, and a 
motion to invite the Board of Aldermen to join the Common 
Council in convei)tion shall always be in order, and may be 
acted upon at any time during the meeting. 

Questions respecting priority of business shall be decided 
without debate. 

Provided, however, that at all meetings specially called by 
the Mayor, the special business for which such meeting is 
called shall be first in order, and* shall be taken up and ex- 
clusively considered until it is finally acted upon at such meet- 
ing, and no other business shall be acted upon at such meeting 
except by vote of two-thirds of the members present. 

TENTH. 

Any rule may be amended or repealed by a majority of two- 
thirds of the members voting, but no such proposed amendment 
or repeal shall be acted upon at any meeting on the day when 
presented. The same majority may by vote dispense with any 
rule for the meeting at which such vote is had. 
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ELEVENTH. 

All committees shall consist of four members, and shall be 
appointed by the President, unless the Council shall order 
otherwise. And no report not in writing shall be received by 
the President without the consent of the Council being first 
asked and had. 

TWELFTH. 

No member shall speak more than once on the same question, 
until all other members desiring to speak thereon shall have 
done so; and no member shall speak more than twice on the 
same question if any member objects, without.the permission 
of the Council being first asked and obtained. 

THIRTEENTH. 

A special order of business may at any time be voted by the 
Council for its next ensuing meeting, which order so voted 
shall in such case have precedence, for that meeting, of the ' 
order hereinbefore established. 

FOURTEENTH. 

It shall be the duty of the Clerk of the Common Council in 
person or by deputy, to transmit from the Common Council to 
the Board of Aldermen, all such papers and communications 
as should be transmitted to said board. 

FIFTEENTH. 

It shall be the duty of the Clerk of the Common Council to 
transmit to the Mayor all papers and communications finally 
acted upon by the Common Council, and requiring the action 
of the Mayor. 
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SIXTEENTH. 

Every ordinance presented shall, before being finally acted 
upon, have two readings, the first at the meeting in which said 
ordinance is presented, and the second at the next regular meet- 
ing, provided, however, that both meetings shall not occur upoq 
the same date, and it shall be the duty of the Clerk of the Com- 
mon Council to indorse upon said ordinance the date which 
said readings are held. 

No proposed ordinance, or resolution authorizing or making 
any franchise contract for the use of public highways, or 
resolution authorizing the expenditure of money in excess of 
Five hundred ($500) dollars, or resolution to apply to the Gen- 
eral Assembly for legislation, shall be adopted on the part of 
the Common Council, until after copies thereof have been 
printed and mailed to the members of the Common Council at 
least seventy-two hours previous to the meeting, at which the 
same will be in order for action thereon. Every committee or 
commission which shall have under consideration and whiqh 
shall decide to recommend the passage of any proposed ordin- 
ance or any such proposed resolution shall cause copies thereof 
to be printed and mailed to the members of the City Council at 
least seventy-two hours previous to the meeting, at which the 
same will be in order for action thereon, and any expense there- 
for shall be charged to the appropriation for the City Council. 

It is provided, however, that ordinances granting permission 
to erect poles and wires for the purpose of supplying electric 
light, heat, power or telephones, when presented with the 
recommendation of the Commissioner of Public Works, and 
resolutions to construct sewers, define grades, lay out streets, 
remit taxes and to settle claims may be adopted at the meeting 
when presented, and without copies thereof being printed and 
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distributed as hereinbefore provided, unless objection is made 
against final action at said meeting by one-fifth of the members 
present. 

SEVENTEENTH. 

The Clerk of the Common Council shall cause to be printed 
for the information of the members a Docket of the business 
to be considered at each meeting of the Common Council. All 
Committees and heads of Departments having reports to make 
or business to present shall furnish the Clerk with a definite 
statement of the business to be presented at least ninety-six 
hours before the meeting of the Common Council in order that 
the same may be printed on the Docket ; and no such report or 
business shall be considered unless notice of the same shall have 
been given as herein provided. Said Docket shall be mailed to 
members at least seventy-two hours previous to the meeting of 
the Common Council. 

EIGHTEENTH. 

No person, except a member of the Council, shall be per- 
mitted to occupy the seat of any member while the Council is 
in session. The seats of the members of the Council shall be 
numbered, and shall be determined in the following order. The 
choice of seats shall be selected in the order of seniority of 
service. When two or more members have served the same 
length of time the seats of said members shall be determined 
by drawing the names, and, in the order drawn they may have 
their choice of the remaining seats. The seats of all other mem- 
bers shall be determined in the same manner. Each member 
shall be entitled for two years to the seat he has selected in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of this rule, and he shall not 
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change it, except by permission of the President. The City 
Messenger shall allow no person upon the floor of the council 
chamber, or in the adjoining committee rooms, while the Coun- 
cil is in session, except members of the city government, heads 
of departments, and reporters, without permission of the 
President. The President shall order such accommodations 
-upon the floor for reporters and spectators as he shall deem 
proper, provided, however, that no spectators shall be seated 
near the desks of members of the Council, except on the day of 
the organization of the City Government.

For Building Purposes. 

The charge for water for building purposes shall be at the rate of eight 
cents per cask of cement or lime of a capacity not exceeding 240 pounds. Larger 
barrels will be charged in proportion. The number of barrels of lime or cement 
required to build any structure shall be determined by results based upon the fol- 
lowing estimates, viz.: 

One cask of lime for 65 square yards of plastering, or 1,000 laths or 1,000 
bricks. 

One cask of cement for six square yards of cellar bottom. 

For any other purposes special estimates will be made. 

No bill will be made for less than fifty cents. 
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The commissioner reserves the right to require the applicant to set a meter at ' 
his own expense and pay for measured water instead of being governed by the 
foregoing schedule for building purposes. 
Water for filling cisterns or tanks $5 00 

For Measured or Estimated Water. 

For all water consumed through a single tap during one quarter: 
Up to 100,000 cubic feet 1 ^ mijls per cubic foot, or 20c. per 1,000 gallons. 
From 100,000 to 250,000 ft. 1% mills per cubic foot, or 15c. per 1,000 gallons. 
From 250,000 to 400,000 ft. 9-10 mills per cubic foot, or 12c per 1,000 gallons. 
In excess of 400,000 ft. ^ mills per cubic foot, or 10c. peir 1,000 gallons. 
Provided, however, that in no case where a meter is used, shall the minimum 
charge be less than $8,00, which amount shall be payable annually in advance. 

For Hydraulic Elevators. 

Per 1,800 gallons, registered by counters $ 15 

When meters are used to register the water for elevators, a discount of 20 per 

centum will be made from the above rate. 

For purposes -not named in the above schedtile, and for peculiar circumstances 

special assessments or contracts will be made. 

For permanently closing stops and supplying the premises through other stops, 

a charge of five dollars will be made for each stop permanently closed. 

RULES AND REGULATIONS, 
(Subject to additions and amendments.) 
All applications for the use of water must be made at the oTSice of 
the Commissioner of Public Works, in the form prescribed, stating 
- fully and truly the various uses to which the water is to be applied. 
The city will furnish service-pipe connection from the main pipe to 
inside the curb line; and the Commissioner of Public Works will in 
each case determine the size of tap, stop and pipe of such connection. 
All work inside the stop (at the curbstone) must be done at the 
expense of the taker, by a plumbrer licensed by the Commissioner of 
Public Works. 

The Commissioner reserves the right to decline to connect with 
plumbing which has not been done by a plumber licensed by him, or 
which has not been examined and approved by such licensed plumber. 

No water pipes, in any building or premises, supplied with water by 
the City, shall be allowed to receive a supply of water from any other 
source. No connection of pipes having another supply controlled by 
valves or "shut-offs" will be allowed. Such pipes must be entirely dis- 
connected, as there must be no possibility to supply other water to the 
City mains. (See Resolution of the Board of Health, passed June 29, 
1893.) 

No street, sidewalk or other public place shall be opened for any 
purpose, referring to the Water Works, without a special permit from 
the proper officer; and such permit will be granted only to a licensed 
plumber, on his written application therefor. 
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The strength of the pipes used, their protection against freezing, the 
kind of faucets and other fixtures, and the general arrangement of the 
work in reference to its security and safety, are to be subject to 
approval by the proper officer. 

Persons taking water must keep their own water pipes, and all fix- 
tures connected therewith, in good repair, and protected from frost at 
their own expense. They must provide a stop and waste-cock, to be 
properly located inside the building, and have the pipes so arranged 
that the water can be drawn from- them wherever and whenever there 
is danger of its freezing. Should there be no stop-cock on the premises, 
a charge of two dollars will be made for closing and opening, when 
necessary, at the curbstone. 

Nq alterations in pipes or fixtures shall be made, and no additional 
fixtures put in, without notice to the Commissioner, and a permit having 
been obtained therefor by a licensed plumber. 

No person shall be entitled to damages, nor to have any portion of 
a payment refunded, for any stoppage of supply occasioned by accident 
to any portion of the works ; nor for stoppage for purposes of additions 
or repairs ; nor for non-use occasioned by absence ; and the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works shall have the right to shut off water to make 
repairs or additions of new work. 

When water shall be supplied to more than one party, through a 
single tap, the bill for the whole supply furnished through such tap 
will be made either to the owner of the estate, or to some one tenant 
who shall agree to be responsible therefor. In case of non-payment the 
water may be shut off, notwithstanding one or more parties may have 
paid the proportion due from him or them. Owners shall be so far 
responsible for tenants, that new tenants shall not be entitled to a 
supply until all ar/earages on the premises are paid. 

No hydrant, hose-bib or hose attachment shall be placed in any yard 
or area of any premises so situated as to be accessible to persons living 
in or occupying neighboring premises, unless the owner of the premises 
first named becomes responsible for and pays the water rent for all 
persons using water therefrom. 

In all occupied premises, every private fountain, water closet, set 
basin, sink, or other fixture, whether used or not, will be deemed and 
held as used, and will be charged for so long as such fountain, water 
closet, set basin, sink, or other fixture, shall remain connected with the 
water pipes. 

No water taker will be allowed to supply water to parties not entitled 
to its use, except through a meter, or by special permit from the Com- 
missioner of Pwblic Works; and if found doing so without a permit, 
the supply will be stopped and the water rent already paid forfeited. 
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Persons who have provided themselves with fixtures for protection 
against fire, will not be allowed to use water through such fixtures for 
other purposes, except upon a written permit from the Commissioner 
of Public Works. Any person violating this provision will be liable to 
have the supply cut off. 

There shall bre no concealment of the purpose for which water is used. 

There shall be no unnecessary waste of water. Any person violating 
this rule shall be liable to have his supply shut off, and the amount paid 
therefor forfeited. 

The Commissioner of Public Works, his agents and assistants, may 
enter any premises supplied with Pawtuxet water, at all reasonable 
hours of the day, to wit, between eight o'clock a. m. and six o'clock p. 
M., to examine the pipes and fixtures, the quantity of water used,, and 
the manner of its use. 

METERS. 

When a consumer shalf prefer to pay the cost of such a meter as 
shall be approved ;by the Commissioner of Public Works, together with 
the cost of putting in and of maintenance, rather than to pay schedule 
rates, or for the quantity estimated, a meter will be put in. 

The Commissioner reserves the right to put in a meter at the cost of 
the city, in any case, and charge for measured water, instead of being 
governed by the foregoing schedule. 

If a meter gets out of order and fails to register, the consumer will 
be charged at the average daily consumption, as shown by the meter 
when in order. Repairs of meters will be made by the Commissioner 
at the expense of the owners, whenever the same are caused by reason 
of freezing, abuse or neglect. 

When water passes through a meter it may be used for any and all 
purposes. No service pipes, however, will be allowed to be laid across 
a street. 

All water passing through a meter will be charged for, whether used 
or wasted. 

All meters will be set by an employe of the Commissioner, and shall 
not be moved or disturbed without permission from the proper officer. 

All consumers using meters shall provide a suitable location for the 
same that shall be readily accessible at all times to the meter inspectors. 
Failure to comply with this rule will be deemed sufficient cause for 
shutting off the water. 
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Act of the General Assembly of the State of Rhode Island Rela- 
tive TO Interference with Water Meters and Fraudulent Use 
OF Water. 

CHAPTER 279. 

Sec. 48. Every person who shall wilfully or fraudulently injure, or 
shall knowingly suffer to be injured, any meter, pipe or fittings con- 
nected with or belonging to any gaslight company, or connected with or 
belonging to the water works of any corporation in this State, supply- 
ing water at a stipulated rate of payment, or shall wilfully tamper or 
meddle with any other of the appliances or appurtenances connected 
with or belonging to any such gaslight company, or to the water works 
of such corporation, in such manner as to cause loss or damage to said 
company or ■corporation ; or who shall wilfully or fraudulently prevent 
any meter used for registering the quantity of gas or water supplied 
through the same from duly registering the quantity so passing through 
the same, or alter the index of any such meter, or in any way hinder or 
interfere with its proper action or just registration, or shall fraudulently 
burn the gas of said company, or fraudulently use the water passing 
through such meter, pipe, fittmgs, or other of the appliances or appur- 
tenances connected with or belonging to said gas company, or to the 
water works of such corporation, or wilfully waste said gas or water 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be imprisoned not 
exceeding thirty days, or be fined not exceeding one hundred dollars. 

Sec. 49. Every person who, with intent to injure or defraud any 
gaslight company, or any corporation supplying water in this State, at 
a stipulated rate of payment, shall make, or cause to be made, any pipe, 
tube, or other instrument or contrivance, and connect the same, or 
cause the same to !be connected, with any main, service pipe, or other 
pipe, appliance, or appurtenance, used for ^r in connection with the 
works or apparatus employed for conducting or supplying illuminating 
gas, or water, in such manner as to be calculated to supply such gas or 
water to any burner, orifice, faucet, or other outlet whatsoever, without 
such gas or water passing through a meter provided or used for 
measuring or registering the quantity thereof so passing through, or 
without the consent of said company or corporation to such connections 
aforesaid; or who shall otherwise use any such gas or water with the 
intent to defraud said company or corporation of payment therefor, 
shall be- deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be imprisoned not 
exceeding thirty days, or be fined not exceeding one hundred dollars. 

STREET sprinklers AND STREET SPRINKLING. 

No person or persons shall be permitted to take water from the fire 
hydrants, or street sprinklers, to sprinkle any of the streets or portions 
of the streets of this city, or for any other purpose, without having 
obtained a permit from the Commissioner of Public Works, which 
permit shall be good only for the time named therein. 
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The sprinkling of streets shall be done in such manner as not to 
become injurious to the health of the public, or to cause the streets to 
become muddy in consequence of said sprinkling. 

Streets must not be sprinkled on damp days, nor in the shade of trees 
or buildings, when the pavement is moist. 

Drivers must shut off the water at crosswalks, and when passing 
carriages, pedestrians, etc., so as not to wet or spatter them. This rule 
will apply to meeting people crossing streets on the crosswalks, and 
carriages standing in front of buildings. 

The further employment of drivers who sprinkle until the streets are 
actually muddy will not be permitted. 

The orifices of the tube or sprinkler through which the water passes 
from the sprinkling cart or wagpn to the street must not exceed one- 
sixteenth of an inch in diameter, or sixty orifices to the running foot of 
tube or sprinkler. Carts with patent sprinkling attachments shall have 
them so adjusted that too much water may not run through them and 
they shall be subject to approval. 

All sprinkling carts shall be subject to inspection by an inspector au- 
thorized by the Commissioner. 

In taking water for street sprinkling purposes, no leakage or waste of 
water either from street sprinkler, hose, or sprinkling cart, will be tol- 
erated; and all persons using the sprinklers shall leave them properly 
covered. 

All instructions received from any authorized inspector, relative to 
the sprinkling of streets, shall be fully complied with. 

Violations of Tules relating to sprinkling streets shall be deemed suf- 
ficient reason for refusing further permits. 

PAYMENT OF BILLS. 

Bills for annual rates will be payable annually, in advance, on the 
first day of January, at the office of the City Treasurer. 

Fractional parts of a year will be calculated to the first day of Jan- 
uary next ensuing, and will be payable as soon as the water is let on. 

Bills for measured and estimated water will be payable either 
monthly, quarterly, or annually, according to use. 

If bills remain unpaid for twenty days when due January first, or 
for ten days when due at other periods of the year the water may be 
shut off without further notice. 

The supply of water is liable to be shut off for non-payment of bills, 
or violation of rules ; and when so shut off the sum of two dollars, and 
the bill, if any, shall be paid before letting it on. This liability shall in- 
clude all bills for water, although previous bills for a less supply of 
water through the same stop may have been paid ; also bills for repairs 
of meter. 
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No person shall open or interfere with, the fire hydrants, hydrants for 
street sprinklers, valves, or other water works' fixtures of this city 
without proper authority. 

PLUMBERS. 

Any plumber wishing to do business in connection with the Provi- 
dence Water Works is required to procure a license from the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works, and .at th€ same time to execute a ibond, with 
one or more securities to be approved by said Commissioner, in the 
sum of three thousand dollars, conditioned that he shall indemnify and 
save harmless the City of Providence and the said Commissioner from 
all suits and actions, of every name or description, brought against the 
City of Providence, or any officer of said City, for or on account of any 
injuries or damages received or sustained by any person by or from said 
licensed plumber, his servants or agents, in doing said work, or by or^ 
in consequence of any negligence in guarding the same, or any im- 
proper materials used therein, or by or on account of any act or omis- 
sion of the said plumber or his agents ; and said plumber shall faith- 
fully perform the work in all respects, and before the same shall be 
considered completed, he shall also replace and restore the street pave- 
ment and sidewalk over every opening to as good state and condition 
as he found them, and keep and maintain the same in good order, to 
the satisfaction of the said Commissioner, for the space of one year 
thereafter; and shall also comply in all respects with the rules and reg- 
ulations established, relating to said water works; and also that he 
will pay all fines imposed upon him for a violation of any rule or reg- 
ulation of the Commissioner. All licenses now in force shall expire 
on the 31st day of Decemlrer next ensuing, and all licenses issued there- 
after shall be for the term ending December 31st next following their 
issue. 

In addition to the authority to introduce and distribute Pawtuxet 
water, the licensed plumber shall have all the authority of the licensed 
drain layer to lay private drains and appurtenances in connection with 
the public sewers, subject to the rules and regulations governing the 
same. 

No licenses will be granted to other than practical plumbers or to 
those who employ practical plumlbers to do their work. 

Each licensed plumber shall state his actual place of business, which 
must be in the City of Providence, together with the name under which 
the business is done, and shall immediately notify the Commissioner of 
any change in either thereafter. 

All work in a street or other public place must be done in the best 
manner to protect the public against injury, and to secure good and sat- 
isfactory work, and all private water pipes laid in streets shall be sub- 
jected to a test by an inspector of the department before the same are 
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covered. The Commissioner may repair work which is unsatisfactory, 
without notice, and collect the cost from the plumber doing the work. 

Tunnelling under the street or sidewalk is prohibited unless author- 
ized by special permit from the Commissioner of Public Works. 

The Commissioner and his authorized agents are to have, at all times, 
facilities for inspecting the plumbing, or other work and fixtures, while 
under the charge of the plumber. 

All plumbing must be completed in a building before attachment is 
made to the service pipe, unless by special permit. 

Where service pipes have been laid to or inside the curb line, or con- 
tinued to the cellar foundation of building, for building purposes, a 
permit will be necessary for any additions thereto. 

Plumbers shall make full written returns of the ordinary and special 
uses to which the water is designed to be applied under permits granted, 
whether of new work or alterations or additions, with a full descrip- 
tion of all apparatus and arrangements for using the water in every 
case, the return to be made within forty-eight hours after attachment 
with the several pipes, or completion of alterations or additions. In case 
of the suspension of any part of the contemplated work for any cause, 
it shall be the duty of the plumber to make a return of the work as far 
as completed. No plumber or other unauthorized person will be allowed 
to turn on water. 

No person unless specially authorized by the Commissioner, will be 
permitted to make any connection with the main or distributing pipes. 

No licensed plumber will be permitted to take out a permit for work 
to be done by a .person not in the employ of such plumber. 

Permission is required to be obtained by licensed plumbers for all 
work to be done. 

The Commissioner shall have the right to impose a fine, not exceed- 
ing in any one case the sum of ten dollars, for violation of rules and 
regulations by licensed plumbers. 

Violations of rules and regulations, or of the conditions under which 
a license is taken, will subject the plumber to forfeiture of his license, 
or to a fine, or both, as well as to the penalties of his bond.

WHO CAN VOTE IN THE CITY OF PROVIDENCE. 

The two following classes of persons have, by the Constitution, the 
first as registered and the second as unregistered voters, a right to vote 
in the election of all civic officers and on all questions in all legally 
organized ward or district meetings : 

First. Every male citizen of the United States, of the age of twenty- 
one years who has had his residence and home in this State for two 
years ; and, in this city six months next preceding the term of his vot- 
ing, and whose name shall be registered in this city on or before the 
last day of June next preceding the time of his voting : Provided, that 
no person shall at any time be allowed to vote in the election of the 
City Council, or upon any proposition to impose a tax or for the expen- 
diture of money in this city, unless he shall within the year next preced- 
ing have paid a tax assessed upon his propetry therein, valued at least 
at one hundred and thirty-four dollars. 

Second. Every male citizen of the United States of the age of 
twenty-one years, who has had his residence and home in this State for 
one year, and in this city six months next preceding the time of voting, 
and who is really and truly possessed in his own right of real estate 
in this city of the value of one hundred and thirty-four dollars, over 
and above all incumbrances or which shall rent for seven dollars per

annum over and a»bove any rent reserved or the interest of any incum- 
brances thereon, being an estate in fee-simple, fee-tail, for the life of 
any person, or an estate in reversion or remainder, which qualifies no 
other person to vote, the conveyance of which estate, if by deed, shall 
have been recorded at least ninety days. (See General Laws, 1909, 
Chapter 6, Section i.) 

A personal property voter must pay his tax as aforesaid seven days 
before any election for members of the City Council in order to qualify 
him to vote for such officers. (See General Laws, Chapter 7, Section 

9.) 

The personal property voter is required to register but once during 
the time that he is continually assessed for personal property. 

Real estate, the fee of which was in the wife prior to December 2, 
1872, qualifies the husband, provided he married her prior to that date, 
to vote, whether he have children by her or not. If the property is 
acquired by the wife subsequent to that date the husband must have 
issue by her capable of inheriting it, in order to qualify him to vote on 
her property. (R. R. Reports, Vol. 12, p. 594.) 

A foreign born registry voter. must once each year file proof of his 
citizenship with the board of canvassers and registration, either at the 
time of registration or at least five days before the final canvass meet- 
ing prior to any election in order to be entitled to vote at such election. 
(See General Laws, 1909, Chapter 7, Section 2.) 

A person not yet a citizen of the United States may register on or 
before the last day of June in any year, provided he can by naturaliza- 
tion become qualified to vote during the ensuing year, so also in the 
case of' a minor attaining his majority in the ensuing year, and in the 
case of a person who will have gained a residence during the ensuing 
year. (R. I. Reports, Vol. 16, p. 661.) 

Real estate held in trust does not qualify either the trustee or the 
person for whom it is held in trust. 

"Our opinion is that the Constitution meant to provide for the simple 
ownership of a vested legal estate held by one in his own right, and 
for nothing else." (R. I. ^Reports, Vol. 19, p. 390.) 

The name of a person who conveys his real estate is to be removed 
from the voting list immediately upon such conveyance, unless he has 
registered in the preceding year. 

A person qualified to vote upon a certificate of ownership of real 
estate situated in another city or town can vote only for Governor, 
Lieutenant-Governor, Secretary of State, Attorney-General, General 
Treasurer, Senator and Representatives in the General Assembly, Elect- 
ors for President and Vice-President, and Representatives in Congress. 
He cannot vote for any city or town officers whatsoever, at any city 
or town election. (R. I. Reports, Vol. 19. p. 614.)

It has good filtered water, furnished to consumers at 20 cents per 
thousand gallons. Average daily consumption, 17,488,148 gallons. 

Total number of meters in use, 26,298; number of services, 29,261. 
Minimum charge for meter, $8.00. 

It has one of the most efficient fire departments in the country, 
composed of 32 companies, numbering 332 officers and men and main- 
tained at a cost of $464,597.31 during the last fiscal year. 

The length of received streets is about 248.99 miles. 

A most excellent system of lighting is in operation, which combines 
1,921 arc lights at an annual cost of $100 each, 3,800 incandescents at

Free vaccination of children at Fourth Ward room, 151 Fountain 
street, every Friday, from 2 to 3 p. m. 
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There were 983 new buildings erected during the year at a cost of 
$6,613,800, and 1873 additions and alterations were made at a cost of 
$1,917,000. Total expenditure for buildings, $8,530,800. 

Permits to build or make alterations are granted by the Inspector 
of Buildings; in case of barns, only after reference to Board of 
Aldermen for permission to locate; to move buildings over accepted 
streets after permission of the City Council. 

Plans must be filed with all applications. 

Permits to locate boilers for building purposes are granted by the 
Inspector of Buildings ; for any other purpose by the Board of Alder- 
men. 

The inspection of fire escapes and elevators is also made by the 
Inspector of Buildings. 

Certificates of compliance with fire escape law are issued by the 
Inspector of Buildings. 

Plumbers' licenses are granted by the Commissioner of Public 
Works on approval of the Inspector of Plumbing. 

For licenses to sell liquors apply to the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners, 161 Fountain street. The same Board issues dog and junk 
licenses, also licenses for restaurants, taverns and lodging houses; 
for shows, dances, bowling, billiards, pool, shooting galleries, for 
pawnbrokers and second-hand stores. 

Applications for water or for opening a street must be made to 
the Commissioner of Public Works. 

Licenses for Auctioneers, Hunters Intelligence Offices, Vehicles, 
Itinerant Venders, Milk, Fireworks, Gunpowder and other explosives, 
and to keep swine and to remove swill and offal are issued by the 
City Clerk. 

Petitions to the City Council for street 'lights, sewers, layout of 
highways, for remission of taxes and claims for damages can be 
obtained of the City Clerk or the Clerk of Committees, City Hall. 

Applicants for relief are required to pay for a portion of the aid 
rendered by work in the Charity Wood Yard, 616 Eddy street.
